Simce it was first suggested that 
zpples might be grown in Southern 
Alberta, there has scarcely been time 
fer any number cf trees to oroduce 
At 2a few fairs this year very} gooa 
samples of standard apples were 
shown ana there appears very good 
reason for believing that the time 1s 
not-far distant when the irrigated 
lands may produce apples in suffi- 
cient* quaniity to supply [Iocal aceds: 
Where fall wheat “nu clover zrow, 
as they do in the southern country 
towards the footh:lls, apple orchards 
unde: the proiection of a heavy 
wind-break usual.y produce proaiita- 
bly. 

Without an experiment station’ in 
Alberta, however, it wiil be not + tbe 
knowr what var.c.ies of fruit,as 
wel. as some grain and vegetables, 
are the best suited to the soil and 
thmate. Jus. Murray, U.S.A., Wesi- 
ern Superintendent of the Seed-uro- 
wers Associat.onu, who has been carc~ 
iully stucy.mg the loval conditions of 
ihe West, and who has been some 
time im Sou.hern Alberta, whiie in 
conversation wi.h a Farmers’ Aavo- 
vate srep.¢.en a.i.e reeaily gave 
it as his opnion that apples wonld 
likely be grown to some exient on 
irrigated lands. In many _ respects; 
Western Canada has enly touched the 
fringe of ber possibilities , 

The distrist surrounding Ponoka is 
becoming known for having .rewn 
smalt fruits. During ihe sum mer 
jusc passea strawberry sh'pments 
from Ponoka were frequent ond 
guitc extensive, and the acreage is 
to be increased. Wi.b proper atten- 
tion most small fruits do exceeding- 
ly well, and there is po reason why 
Alberta grown small frults should 
not supply the home trade. 

Every farmer should have a mafia 
patch of fruits, including strawber- 
res raspberries, currants, ecte., at 
at feast large enough to supply the 
table. Fresh fruit during the sum- 
mer Scason is considered by too many 
on fhe farme a luxury well nigh im- 
possible to obtain-.whereas, with a 
Ltile attention all that might be us- 
ea could be grown. Quite a few
